Orthopoedic Hospital, *"may or may not
cause loeal suffering. Where it does the
pain is usunlly Intense, amounting almost
to torture. Thin Is due to a pinched
narve, the frictlon of two of the twisted
bones or possibly u torn Mgament. The
conatant shock of the pain has been
known to upset completely the whole
sympathetic nervous syatem, resulting in
loms of appetite, disturbed digestion, male
nutrition mnd an anemic condition, In
which latter stute the patient is HUsCep-
tible, of course, to almost any of the
more serlous disonses,

“Then there are cnses of broken-down
